As for production, the 
crop. is light; official es- 
timate is for 15,000 cars 
in the valley, and no one 
in the industry is, at this 
time, predicting any more. 

Fruit sizes are generally 
small, particularly in the 
older orchards, however, 
large sizes and heavy crops 
are coming on in some of 
the newer plantings. Late 
spring, that retarded 
development of most farm 
crops, is credited with the 
light Navel orange crop. 

On the bright side, how- 
ever, market should be hot 

. and high, since holiday de- 
mand will probably exceed 
the supply of new Navels.

Hearings Set © 
On Sugar Beets 


VISALIA — Hearings in- 
volving wage rates and 
price structure for produc- 
tion of the 1968 sugar beet 
crop will be held in the 
Federal building, 450 Gold- 
en Gate avenue, San Fran- 
cisco, on December 1, be- 
ginning at 1 p.m. 

The hearing is open to 
the public and any sugar 
beet producer may attend. 
Evidence presented will be 
forwarded to the U. S. sec- 
retary of agriculture for 
his consideration in deter- 
mining sugar beet wages 
and prices next season. 


Exempt No More? 


In discussing the agricul- 
tural industry's tax problems, 
with property taxes in too 
many cases being higher than 
the gross return off the land, 
California Farmer cites a sug- 
gestion by the California Tax- 
payers Association that all 
property tax exemptions be 
eliminated, along with some 
interesting figures for consid- 
eration. 

Reports to the State Board 
of Equalization in 1965-66 list- 
ed total exemptions of $1,- 
630,939,000. This is 3.8 per 
cent of the total property tax 
base, and exceeds the_ total 
valuation of either Pacific 
Telephone or Pacific Gas & 
Electric Company. Highest to- 
tal exemptions, $665 million, 
go to veterans. Churches are 
next with $333.8 million, not 
counting an added $59 million 
for some 632 properties used 
engi for religious and part- 

y for elementary and high 
school purposes. 

The Association offers as 
one flaw in the exemption 
program the fact that fire and 
police protection for exempt 
properties become the burden 
of the general pe pgp It 
feels this is especially unfair 
in the case of property held 
by other levels of govern- 
ment. 

Elimination of exemptions 
wouldn’t be a popular issue 
among those now affected, 
but it certainly merits careful 
consideration.

Where private enter- 
prise farming is permitted 
in Russia - on small pea-

“Without these small 
gardens, the U.S.S.R. would 
starve,’’ according to Prof, 
Ellsworth Raymond of New 
York university, a student 
of Russia’s agrarian econ- 
omy. 

Lyons adds that, accord-
